Driving them to the Wall. 


The Great Private Ranges of the Lone 
Star State—The Siruggiec of the Own- 
ers of Reeves and sSheep-4 Cow 
Boy's Life.

The invasion of the stock - raising 
district of Texas, described in the 
Sun atew weeks since, is fast crowd- 
he cow boy, along with the In- 
and the antelope, into a treeless, 
sterile region, where herding will not 

be as profitable in the future as it has 
been in the past. Many acres of 
grazing land, such as is found on the 
western borders of Texas, will be re 
quired to support each long born, ex- 
cept in uousually good seasons, like 
that of the past year. The wise stock- 
raiser does not gu West, but purchases 
‘aod fences as large à pasture as his 
urse will permit, and, buying good 
balls, devotes himseif to bettering the 
quality of his cattle. In the southern 
portion of Texas this has been the 
policy for many years. King, Keo- 
nedy, and others have under fence 
pastures of the finest grazing lands, 
ranging in extent from 150,000 to 
200,000 acres. Pastures from 10,000 
to 20,000 acres are common in many 
of the counties west of the Colorado 
river. There is even now a great deal

of bitter feeling against the owners of 


these large tracts among those who 
own small herds, who have not the 
means to buy and fence land. The 
range, they thiok, should be free to 
all mankind, and no one should be 
permitted to monopolize the God- 
given ＋ to their injury. Some of 
them do not stop at grumbliog, but 
destroy the pasture fences when possi- 
ble—an easy task where wire is used 
for fencing. 

Sheep owners have generally beon 
compelled to buy or lease the land up- 
on which they graze their flocks, by 
reasoo of the hostility of cattle own- 
ers, The latter say that their cattle 
will not graze on a range over which 
sheep have passed, but sheep have no 
objection to eating after cattie; there- 
fore sheep should be confined to land 
controifed by their owners. As the 
sheep men are in the minority, and it 
is an easy matter for a few enemies to 
do great damage to a flock, they find 
it policy to accept as conclusive the 
arguments of their nents. During 
the drought of 1879 the vicinity of 
water holes in western counties was 
often strewn with the carcasses of 
sheep, killed and hung — by stack 
men as & Warning to shepherds, 
another — 2 bei that cat- 
tle do not relish —— cheep 
have drank.

and his pantaloons of some stout stuff, 
over which are worn leather leggings. 
Heavy boots, with bigh heels, to 
which are attached a pair of spurs 
with two-inch rowels, complete his 
outfit. When the weather is threaten- 
ing, he straps behind bis saddle a 
slicker of oiled linen, which reaches 
from bead tw heels. 

Thus sccoutred, the cow boy is 
ready for business. He is employed 
either to drive a herd to Kansas or to 
look after those on the range. The 
spring is hisharvest time. Then is the 
yreat season, too, when the usual 
round-up occurs, for the purpose of 
apportioning the unmarked calves aud 
yearliogs among the owners of stock 
on the range, that they may be brand- 
ed with the particular device adopted 
by each as his distinguishing mark, 

enerally the initials of his name. The 
- requires the brand to be recorded 
in the County Clerk’s office, together 
with ear-marks, crops, half crops, up- 
per and under bits, upper and under 
slopes, splits, swallow-forks, and jin- 
gle-bobs. 

When cattle are sold the seller must 
counterbrand them, and io case they 
are driven from the State the buyer 
must road-brand them with. a device 
different from his regular brand. 
This brand must be recorded in each 
county through which the herd passes. 
After a few transfers the animal is as 
well marked as a bulletin beard, and 
space cannot be found on his hide to 
place a good-sized brand. I have seen 
a well-known brand, A PB, which 
extended from‘the shoulder to the hip 
bone, in letters a foot long. 

When convenient, the animal to be 
branded is driven between two par- 
allel lines of fencing, called a chute, 
bars wre before and behind him, 
and the iron applied te his side or 
thigh, at the leisure of the operator. 
But this is not always convenient, 
fencing being a scarce article on 
the range, and the animal must be 
caught and thrown to the und. 
Then the cow boy must be called to 
the aid of the brander. Slipping about 
eight feet of the end of his lariat 
through its iron ring, and, putting a 
loop at the other end over the pommel 
of his saddle, he gathers its coils into 
his bridle hand, holding the noose in 
his right, and puts his horse iuto a 

allop. The animal that is wanted 

s into arun,and when the rider 
is near enough for the lariat to reach 
it, he dexterously throws the noose 
over its head or fore feet, when the 
well-trained pony is checked, and 
quickly turns and awaits the shock 
which he knows will come. When 
the flying animal runs the length of 
the rope it is brought to the ground, 
the branders seize it by the head and 
tail, and soon the branding iron is 
scorching into the cuticle its indelible 
characters. Great care must be taken 
not to burn through the skin into the 
flesh, else the brand will be blotched. 

After the branding comes the trou- 
ble of the stockman, for the blowfly, 
the pest of Texas, deposits its 
= the raw sore, and soon 2 
of screw worms are eating their way to- 
ward the vitals of the apimal. The 
remedy now most popular for the 
screw Worm is cresylic ointment. To 
apply it, however, the animal must be 
— and sometimes thrown down. 

he cow boy’s life is not an easy 
one. During the whole year he is in 
the saddle from daylight until dark. 
His diet is bread, bacon and coffee. 
When on the trail, in addition to driv. 
ing during the day, he is compelled to 
guard the cattle during a part of the 
night, the force being divided into 
three reliefs for this purpose. In case 
— a stampede, he must ride night and 

ay. 

In spite of all this, the cow hoy is 
healthy and cheerul. No one is more 
hospitable, and nis bravery is prover- 
bial. But he isa relic of barbarism 
and must go, and the places that have 
known him will not mourn his depar- 
ture, for he is too much addicted to 
“whooping em up.”

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ON ITS MERITS. 
„Woman's Rights” has been the 
subject of discussion for the last two 
Saturday evenings at the Reform 
Club. Mr. Alexander tried, by à little 
argument and a great deal of “taffy,” 
to show that woman ought to have a 
vote, and Judge Cain used a little his- 
tory and a good deal of scripture to 
prove that she is interior to man, and 
_ subject to his laws. We believe that 
woman has an absolute right to the 
ballot, so far as the moral question is 
conceraed, but she has an equally ab- 
solute right to go to the wood-pilé 
and split her own wood. The ques- 
tion is purely one of expediency, and 
not of rights. Woman's sphere, in 
our country at least, is to take care of 
the home and bring up her children. 
The husband provides clothing te keep 
“her warm, a house to shelter her, aud 
food to nourish her, and is equally 
bound to provide a Government to 
protect her life and property. Nature 
has not fitted her for the arduous du 
ties of political life. The right once 
granted implies the duty, and a very 
severeand arduous duty she would 
find it. If some one tried to shut her 
side out of the Convention she might 
find it necessary to work all day, make 
hard journeys, often talk for hours to 
win a man or woman, upoa whose 
action depended the fate of ber faction. 
She might have to stand in a line half 
a day waiting to be registered. She 
would often find some such duty de- 
volving upon her at times when she 
would be in no conditien to respond. 
If there was a lock in the Convention 
she might have to leave the baby for a 
whole day and half the night. Wicked 
opponents might make the polling 
place very disagreeable, for the vilest 
classes would have the same right 
there as the President's wife,and there 
‘would be no stone left uoturned then, as 
there is none now,to win the day. There 
is no doubt but that if woman had the 
ballot the large class of intelligent 
people who now neglect their duties 
as citizens would be multipled by 
three or four, and the danger to our 
institutions would be greatly increas- 
ed. We say nothing of politics lower- 
ing the female character, for we do 
not believe that anything would cause 
the true American lady to lower her- 
self. She would simply neglect her 
duties and avoid the unpleasant 


associations.

THE POPULAR VOTE.

The “subjection of women” is one 
of the tepics of the day in France. 
M.Legouve recently delivered an ad- 
dress on this topic at the Sorbonne, 
in which he flatly denied that a re- 
sult of higher instruction in girls’ 
schools is to make women pedants, 
It would simply give a more firm tem- 
per to their intellect and enable them 
to share the ideas of their husbands 
and to direct the studies of their chil- 
dren. Whenever a woman was de- 
voured by ennui it was because she 
had an empty head. If she was vain 
and capricious it was because slice knew 
nothing. The void in her brain led 
her to prize jewels,fine clothes, fine 
society and fashion above honor, fam- 
ily affections, dignity or health. She 
dragged her husband from ball to 
ball, indifferent to his well-being, for 
the simple-reason that ‘the world of 
intellect was closed against her. 
Many a disgraced husband, who 
sneers at blue stockings, would have 
been spared dishonor if their wives 
had a noble curiosity for searching in- 
to scientific truths.” 

Peter Cooper has a charitable phil- 
osophy. Ina speech at New York 
recentiy he said that the ‘‘circumstan- 
ces and surroundings amid which a 
child grew up usually determined his 
career as a man. This belief led him 
to make great allowances for the sins 
and failures of human beings, and to 
think that he, too, might have been 
like one of the many wrecks: he en- 
countered in the pathway of life if he 
had notenjoyed the advantages of a 
good home and good parental training. 
‘Remembering how powerfully we are 
influenced by circumstances beyond 
our control,’ continued Mr. Cooper, 
‘when I see a poor, besotted, deprav- 
ed wretch lying in the gutter, Iam dis-

Opposed to Schooling s Fishery Bill 

D. W. O'Connor thinks that Sen- 
ator Schooling’s bill for the protec- 
tion of fish would work serious injury 
to ditch owners, should it become a 
law. He claims that any screens fine 
enough to keep the little fishes out of 
the ditches would stop the water al- 
together. The sawdust and other im- 
purities floating in the water would 
clog any such screens in an hour after 
their introduction. He says a man 
would have to stand guard at the head 
of every ditch, to keep the screens 
clear. Mr. O'Connor regards the bill 
as entirely impracticable, and thinks 
that if it passes it can neyer be enfor- 
ced. The bill does not state what 
sized mesh shall be required. Unless 
the screens introduced be open enough 
to allow the free passage of the saw- 
dust, the screens must become clogged 
and stop the water from running. On 
the other hand, if the screens are 
made open enough to allow the pass- 
age of sawdust, the little fish would 
enter, because the young fry of trout 
are very small.
